Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-15, 21-26, 29-34 and 37-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
applicant's Terminal Disclaimer filed December 29, 2005, the double patenting rejection 
of the above claims has been withdrawn. Claims 16-20, 27, 28, 35, 36, 43 and 44, 
previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), have been canceled. No prior art has been 
found to disclose or suggest setting information regarding the identification of a user 
and the mail address of the user, input by a panel section, into the mail message of the 
e-mail to which image data is attached, whereby opening, at the receiving apparatus, of 
the attached image data is not required to determine the information regarding the 
identification of the user, and the mail address of the user set into the mail message of 
the e-mail is utilized as a destination of a reply to the e-mail, the reply being sent from 
the receiving apparatus, as recited in base claims 1, 6, 1 1, 21, 23, 25, 29, 31, 33, 37, 39 
and 41.
